Some 2000 men arc reported bound down. They 
all say that if they possessed the means to "see 
tho thing out," or could obtain credit, that they 
would pass the summer at Cariboo ; but being 
nearly destitute of funds, and having no acquaint- 
vnce with the store-keepers, they arc compelled to 
retursi. Several intelligent persons say that they 
applied for work on the roads, but were told that 
the contractors hud help euuugb. Tliere will b) 
no demand for l.iborers at ihe di^jginRs uotil about 
the lOth of July, when the claims will bo ready 
for work. A number, of; Chinamen are rooiiing 
near Lillooet Flat and makiiig from $2 to $4 a day 
to the man. I 
Tlie camels have started for Cariboo from I,il- \ 
looet with heavy packs. One of iboiii was kilUd 
by falling down a precipice near Pavilion Creek. 
Ue was. pushed over by one of the younger camels 
that^ became friglltentd 'at kome object on the 
trail. 1 hey are said to answer very well as pack 
animals. 

It is computed that 6000 head of stock — 
cattle, horses and mules — have cro.^.scd Tlioiupson 
Kiver from Oregon since the sea.son opened. 

About fifty Salmon Hirer nifncrs have arrived 
overland at Lillooet. The Columbian says that 
John McGrcdor, a Canadian, id sick with the siiull 
pox at New Westminster. 

The steamer Caledonia is making regular trips 
to and from New Westminister and Port Douzla.s. 

The portages on the Douglas route, recently 
overflowed by water, have been repaired, and 
wagons and stages are making regular trips over 
them. 

Small pox has reached Harrison Lake, and is 
iipreading among the Indians. Fivu or six cases 
liave occurred. A Catholic priest has arrived in 
that district to vaccinate the natives there.
